ed y infiifted, and impofed, for the purpofe of preventing and pro - 
hibiting the exportation into foreign parts ( except to any port or 
place within Great Britain or Ireland ) of all Juch tools or utenfils 
as are commonly ufed in, or are proper for the preparing , working 
up, or finifoing, of the cotton or linen manufaftures of this kingdom j 
and alfo for the preventing and prohibiting all and every perfon or 
perfons wbomfoever from the collecting , obtaining , or having in his,

Reciting that by the laft determination of the hoqfe of com- 
mons, the aoth of November, 1721, the right ot eleftion tor the city of 
Coventry, declared to be in fuch freemen as have ferved leven years ap- 
prenticefhip, to one and the fame trade, in the laid city or fubmbs*, 
and do not receive alms or weeHly chanty, fuch freemen being duly 
(worn and inrolled 5 and reciting frauds at the laff eleftion. An open 
council to beheld at St, Mary's Hall, on the firft and lafl Tuefday in ev£- 

ry 
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ry month. Limitation of the expence of taking up the freedom, 3s. each, 
betides ftamp duty. None to be admitted to their freedom, without pro- 
ducing evidence of regular indenture* or deeds of apprenticeship* for fe- 
yen years, and declare on oath the name, trade, and refidence, of his ma- 
tter, during the time he ferved and his own refidence, when claiming to 
be admitted, and may be attended by agents j the council authorized and 
required to adminitte'r the oath. Town clerk to enter the above particu- 
lars in a book. Lilts ot the names of all the freemen, &c. admitted to 
be patted on the church doors, within twenty-four hours after the council 
is held.

An aft for repealing the duties payable upon chocolate made in Great 
Britain, and for granting certain inland duties upon cocoa nuts in 
lieu thereof \ for the better and more effectual fecuring the reve- 
nue of ex([f\ and of the inland duties under the management of 
the commifi oners of excife , and for preventing frauds therein ; 
for the more punctual and ready payment of the allowanses to be 
made to brewers out of the additional duties impofed on malt ; and 
for rectifying a mijlake in an aft made in this prefent fejfion of 
parliament , with refpeft to the exempting of candles from the ad- 
ditional duty of five pounds per centum upon the duties of excife 
\mpofed by the Jaid aft . 


W HEREAS certain inland duties are impofed on all cho- 
colate made in this kingdom , but no fuch duties arc charged 
.on the cocoa nuts from which fuch chocolate is made* whereby evil-mind- 
ed perfons are encouraged to purchafe large quantities of thefe nut$ y who 
afterwards do privately make chocolate from the fame , and vend the 
/aid chocolate fo made , without any duty being charged thereon , to the 
great injury of the revenue , and to the hurt of the fair trader ; 
which fraud cannot fo effeftually be prevented as by repealing the 
duties now chargeable upon chocolate^ and by impofmg upon all cocoa 
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nuts an inland duty proportionate to the duty now tat be repealed $ be 
it therefore enarted by the King’s moft excellent majcfty, by 
and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and commons, in this prefent parliament affembled, and 
by the authority of the fame. That, from and after the fifth 
day of July, one thoufand feven hundred and cighty-one, the 
fevcral inland duties now payable for chocolate made in Great 
Btitain (hall ceafe, determine, and be no longer paid or paya- 
ble 3 favc and except in all cafes relating to the recovering any 
arrears which may at that time remain unpaid of the faid du- 
ties, or to any penalty or forfeiture which (hall have been in- 
curred upon, or at any time before, the faid fifth day of July, 
one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-one j any thing herein 
contained to the contrary notwithftandmg. 

II. And, to the intent that no failure or deficiency may ac- 
crue or happen, by the determination of the faid duties on cho- 
colate, in the refpertive funds to which thofe duties were ap- 
propriated and applicable, be it further enacted by the authori- 
ty aforefaid, That, in lieu thereof, there (hall be anfwered and 
paid to his Majcfty, his heirs and fucceffors, for and upon all 
cocoa nuts already imported, or which (hall hereafter be im- 
ported, into this kingdom, (over and above all other duties al- 
ready payable for the lame at the cuftom-houfe), an inland du- 
ty after* the rate of eighteen-pence each pound weight avoirdu- 
pois, and in that proportion for a greater or lefler quantity ;

day, or within ten days next enfusng, give a true and particular 
account thereof in writing, at the next office of excile within 
the limits of which he or they, fhall then refpedtively inhabit, 
upon pain to forfeit the fum of fifty pounds for every fpeh of- 
fence, and alfo the cocoa nuts of which no fuch account fhall 
have been given, which fhall and may be feized by any officer
